The warnings issued from time to 
time concerning dangerous practices 
of motorists at level railway cross- 
ings should also be heeded. When one 
considers the number of fatal acci- 
rents reported during the last twelve 
months it is desirable to take precau- 
tion. 

Negligence is the cause of a great 


many of these accidents. People 
driving automobiles and other ve- 
hicles, and even pedestrians, were 


found to have not exercised proper 
care in-a large percentage of cases, 
according to a report recently is- 
sued by the Board of Railway Com- 
missioners for Canada. 

At unprotected or protected cross- 
ings this negligence was shown when 
the facts were revealed. Notwith- 
standing safety devices and caution- 
ary signals, people took chances and 
disregarded measures to ensure safe- 
ty. 

Motor accidents are becoming more 
frequent, which is something we all 
should deplore. If accidents are to be 
lessened, the. sane aand safe driver 
must educate the culpably negligent 
motorist to be more caréful at cross- 
ings.: :

The construction of wide roads is 
of extreme importance to every 
section of western Canada. 

Road builders are giving this need 
their attention as it is realized that 
the motorist in congested areas is 
fully entitled to relief. 

Wihhat was considered sufficient 
ten years ago can be fully discarded 
as a proper policy now. The chang- 
ing demands of the traffic situa- 
tion especially in regard to speed 
and volume calls for highways of 
greater width. 

During this construction season, 
government and city authorities en- 
engaged on road building programs 
should keep a close eye on possible 


future requirements. The _ selection 
of right-of-way should be largely 
governed by future possibilities, 


rather than by existing conditions. 
To do otherwise would be a short- 
sighted course, indeed. 


Widening of old roads has been 
done in some sections, again prov- 
ing that the increase in automobile 
traffic has exceeded all expecta- 
tions. On the grounds of economy 
and safety, any move to bring about 
wider highways on main _ routes 
should be readily endorsed. Even if 
present finances do not permit 
there should be room for highway 
expansion in the future.

WAR---PERFECT WAR! 


(Condensed from Collier’s Magazine) 


‘ Joseph Jones, war correspondent 
of the vintage of 1918, went forth re- 
cently to see for himself what kind 
‘of war the next war would be. 


First he went to the artillery fort 
of Sandy Hook. Standing with the 
commanding officer on a half moon 
circle of cement, 30 inches thick, his 
gaze swept the Atlantic. Just behind 
him, sunk down, was a vast piece of 
machinery, known as a‘ 12-inch dis- 
appearing gun. You know the kind. 
It rises majestically on steel grass- 
hopper legs, belches out a cloud of 
black smoke as big as a Kansas cy- 
clone, and then settles back into its 
cement nest. Cost, $120,000. 


The coast artillery officer was 
giving him a lesson in big gun arith- 
metic. He gave some figures and con- 
cluded: “The answer in feet tells you 
how far your target is below the hor- 
izon.” 

“Below the horizon?” 

“Why, yes, our new guns carry: 80 
far that we must fire at them over 
the curve of the earth.” 


“But is that, curve big enough for 
a battleship to hide behind?” asked 
Jones. 


“Well, our guns will throw a one- 
ton shell 25 miles. A target at 25 
miles would be 416 feet below the 
horizon. A battleship’s crow’s nest 
is 136 above the surface. Why, 
these battleships can’t see each 


miles. And yet, in a naval engage- 
ment, they must hit each other at that 
distance, shooting over the shoulder 

the earth. That’s one reason why 
airplanes are indispensable. in the 
navy.” 

The officer next took Jones down 
into the cement depths of the for- 
.tifications to a room that looked like 
a draftsmans work shop. 

“Here is where we aim. We _ get 
facts, by telephone or radio, make 
our calculations down here, tele- 
phone the gunners’ where to set the 
gun and exactly when to fire.” 

All this time Jones was becoming 
uneasy.

Poison gas would be less likely here 
to suffocate the gun crew than in the 
sunken nests. ' 

“These are the 25-mile guns,” the 
Officer said, “the newest thing. You 
can point them almost straight up 
into the sky.” Re ; 

Right then and there Joseph knew 
he was a war dodo. And he decided 
to find out by going from office to of- 
fice in the War Department, and from 
army post to army post, what has 
been done since 1918. 


Old-time generals used to say, 
“Trust in God, but keep your pow- 
der dry.’ A new waterproof powder 
has thrown that old motto into the 
discard. Still, what Sherman said 
about war is righter than ever. 
Major-General Williams, Chief of 
Ordinance, outlined a few modern 
tools of war as follows: 


“Guns, varying in diameter of bore 
from one-third inch to 16 inches; am- 
munition with projectiles and fuses so 
sensitive as to explode upon impact 
with the fabric of a dirigible or so in- 
ert as to penetrate heavy ship’s ar- 
mor and then explode; powder that 
will explode in a gun without showing 
any flash ‘at the muzzle; bombs vary- 
ing from a few pounds to two tons 
and so designed as to explode when 
they strike water, land, houses or 
ships, as the special need requires; 
gases that make you sneeze, laugh, 
ery, blister or die; tanks that need no 
roads, can bowl over trees, some that 
can even swim; and finally air craft 
with their tremendous possibilities.” 


The buck private’s rifle of the 
Great War will be as old-fashioned 
as that favorite weapon of the 
Chinese private a few thousand 
years ago, the stink-pot. In the re- 
cent war a good rifleman could get 
rid of ten shots a minute effect- 
ively. But in the next war! Every 
private a machine gunner; that’s 
the idea! 

That deadly little machine gun 
that you hear of bandits using is 
one of the types that will tbe in 
the hands of privates. Each man 
will have a gun which will make him 
ten times more deadly than any pri- 
vate has ever been before, firing 100 
shots a minute. 

Mr. Jones >knew that in the last 
war not one ounce of poison gas 
was dropped by airplane on either 
side. The consequences would have 
been too terrible. Hither side might 
have dropped poison gas from air- 
planes, but neither side was able to 
protect its troops from gas from the 
sky. Wherefore no one dared to 
start the practice. But each side 
was ready to follow suit if the 
other side began. 

There isn’t a war department in 
A.—that will‘admi. it is prepared to 
combine the airplane and the gas 
bomb, if need be, in whatever war 
it may find itself engaged. “That 
is one subject that simply is not 
discussed,” ‘9 leading military man 
in Washington said. 

But the man in the airplane—no 
matter what he’s dropping—won’t 
have an easy time in the next war. 
A man turns a range-finder on an 
oncoming plane. Just so long as he 
can see the plane through this 
finder, a battery of four electrically 
aimed guns can throw 72 explosive 
shells a minute within the plane’s 
area, as high as any plane has ever 
yet flown.. At night, a new sound- 
finder will automatically turn a great 
lamp, unlit, on the plane. Switch on 
the rays.. Up there, in the sky, they 
will unfailingly strike against the 
sides of the night flyer. Then, with 
the range finder, the plane can be 
fired on as accurately as in day- 
light. 

“Battles in the next war will be 
something like sea fights.” That's 
one note Jones put down. 

He discovered that miracles have 
been wrought in tanks. One of the 
perfected tanks, with its greater 
speed, power and endurance will do 
the work of 80 tanks in the Great 
War. In the old tanks firing with 
good aim was impossible; the wea- 
pon lurched with the tank. Tank 
‘guns are” now hung on springs. 
Plans are made to use thousands of 
two-man tanks as_ travelling ma- 
chine gun nests in the “better” war. 
Telephone linemen will no longer 
hoof it ‘across battlefields under 
fire, laying wire. These tanks will 
reel out wire like a_ ship laying 
cable. 

Soldiers: in the recent war ad- 
vanced side by side in charges with 
the great, lumbering tanks. Next 
time they will have to go awheel to 
keep up. The time is here in the 
plans of the American War Depart- 
ment, and, incidentally in the known 
war plans of the war departments of 
27 other nations, when a considerable 
proportion of soldiers will ride to bat- 
tle in armoured transport cars. 

“Brilliant, darting speed,” as Mr. 
Jones put it, “not steady, plodding, 
will win the next war.” 

How a commander is to control 
troops so equipped is a problem 
that is being Worked’ \out. But one 
fact interested Jones, who was always 
baiting generals because they didn’t 
climb down into front-line trenches: 
War won't be so safe for certain of- 


but he 
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ficers, in the. future. In this new 
navallike warfare all officers will 
find it mecessary to be right on the 
spot with their men. 

Military mon throughout the world 
‘are mechanizing war with desperate 
haste. “Mechanization is a term con- 
tinually in every civilized war de- 
partment on earth. It means organ- 
ization to deliver a maximum of fire- 
power per man engaged. 

An army behind a multitude of 
steel armored land-going ships, mov- 
ing under their own power on wheels, 
is something new in the world. Yet 
that is the plan everywhere. In Eng- 
land two of the smartest cavalry regi- 
ments have turned in their horses 
for ‘armored cars and tanks. The 
French are said to be ready to builda 
600-ton land tank. The Russians are 
credited with’ planning a  800-ton 
tank. 

One inevitable, result of these 
plans is this: “Good-bye to trench- 
es in warfare.” When machine-gun 
nests come to you you will get out 
of the way. No soldiers will stay 
in the trenches when huge fleets 
of shooting, gas-throwing tanks 
come rolling along — as they most 
surely will if war breaks out again. 


But it will not be a smooth land 
over which these battles .will be 
fought. The battle will be disturbed 
from the sky by airplanes. The same 
luge bombs that are dropped by air- 
planes, not on the decks but only in 
the vicinity of great battleships and 
put these ships out of action, will 
be dropped on land warfare. 


There are airplane tombs. that 
can quickly cover many square miles 
of fighting ground with holes so deep 
that the most agile tank will be un- 
able to move over the terrain. The 
smallest of these bombs weighs only 
100 pounds. But its explosion moves

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at least 60 tons of earth, leaving a 
hole seven feet deep and 22 feet 
across. Dot a tank battlefield with 
pockmarks like that and you bring 
tanks to a standstill. 

As for 4000-pound bombs it would 
take four days for a crew of 25 men 
with the latest model steam shovel 
and a. fleet of seven trucks, to move 
the soil that this monster shell can 
throw toward the sky. 


Neither Joseph Jones nor fhis 
writer feels competent to describe 
with any degree of accuracy the 
noise, the fumes; the sights nor the 
general tumult and confusion in sky 
and on land of a battlefield in the 
next war. It’ll take a new kind of war 
correspondent to do that. Maybe, in- 
stead of correspondents, they’ll have 
riding around in 
the doings in-

broadcasting 
writing them down.

And that would be no stranger

MUNICIPAL HOSPITAL VOTE 


Whatever may be said against the 
Municipal Hospital proposal, it must 
be admitted that the Wetaskiwin dis- 
trict is in dire need of a.far superior 
hospital plant than we have at the 
present time, 

It is hard to understand those who 
are opposed to the proposed new hos- 
pital under the Hospital Act, for en- 
quiries reveal the fact that where the 
scheme is in operation there is the 
bs possible service being given at a 
cost well within the first estimates 
made. 


Gross miss-statements have been 
made as to the charge per acre that 
will fall upon farm lands. It must be 
understood that without the sanction 
of the ratepayers no more than three 
cents per acre can be collected for 
hospital purposes. It should also be 
understood that in no case among the 
21 Municipal Hospital Areas has the 
maximum of 3 cents been found inad- 
eqquate. Each Hospital Board is, in 
fact, possessed of handsome surplus- 
es. 

It must be also understood that 
where the assessments are higher the 
mill rate will be correspondingly low- 
er, for while the hospital tax is col- 
lected on a mill rate basis the re- 
quirements of the Hospital Board are 
calculated o- an acreage basis. 


The various Municipalities are at 
present contributing to the Wetaski- 
win Hospital; but the Ruural Muni- 
cipalities do not have any vested in- 
terest in the property to which they 
subscribe. The vote next Thursday 
is merely a request for authority 
from the taxpayers so that better hos; 
pital service will be made available; 
a more uniform method of contribu- 
tion be set up and the burden on. the 
people will be more evenly distributed 
over the land resources of the people 
and paid by those who control and 
benefit from those resources. 


The Alberta Hospital Act is a step 
in advance and a mark of progress in 
civilization. The day has gone when 
a man could be left to die in a ditch 
because there is no public* responsi- 
bility and no provision made to care 
for the sick and ailingg. It is now 
realized that protective aid must be 
given to new arrivals to the life of 
the nation, and that departures be 
surrounded with, the best of care. 


The cost of these benefits must 
necessarily come from the natural re- 
sources of the «area concerned and 
who are fortunate 
enough to be in control of those re- 
sources. It can hardly be said that 
‘the ‘man who has a dozen quarter 
sections is unfairly dealt with in this 
life should he pay a little more than 
the man who is blessed with a dozen 
children and only one quarter section.

China is, therefore, not unnatur- 
ally regarded by the great exporting 
countries of the world as a market 
whose potentiality is beyond computa- 
tidn, and even today is considered so 
important by great firms whose mar- 
ket is the world as a whole, that they 
maintain in China some of the best of 


their sales executives, with the view £ 
to securing a foothold which is ex- 2 


pected to result in a permanent 
future market equalling or exceeding 
any other market area in the world. 

Practically all the exporting coun- 
tries of the world have participated 
in supplying China’s needs, though 
the larger share of the trade has gone 
to those which have most carefully 
studied her markets and problems, 
particularly Great Britain, Japan, the 
United States and Germany.

‘rubber goods, agricultural machin- 
ery in Manchuria ,and railroad sup- 
Plies in North China; package choco- 
lates and chocolate bars from On- 
tario, which compete with the great 
Buropean and American manufactur- 
ers; refrigerators, pianos and hand 
tools; and many classes of metals for 
use in. the new industries growing up 
in the large cities on the coast. 

The story of Canada’s interests 
in China would not be complete 
without mention of the remarkable 
penetration of Canadian life ingsur- 
ance companies which rank far 
aboce all similar organizations of 
other countries in Chipa.

Personal visits by Canadian man- 
ufacturers, bankers and _ business 
men to China, which is rapidly 
changing from mediaeval methods 
to the most advanced western prac- 
tice will ibe not only an education, 
but productive of tangible results. 
As has been proved by those who 
have gone to see for. themselves 
and returned home to take advant- 
age of the efforts of the Canadian 
Department of Trade and Com- 
merce through its trade commis- 
sioners and of the marvellous op- 
portunities of a market whose fast- 
ness is hardly yet comprehended.

“DEATH CAMAS” WEED 
FOUND NEAR CAMROSE 


Discovery of a poisonous weed in 
the Camrose district hitherto un- 
known in this territory and extreme- 
ly dangerous to livestock was made 
last week by T. Solfleet, weed inspec- 
tor for divisions 1-6, M.D. of Lloyd 
George. 

Finding a weed which he was un- 
able to identify he sent it to the Al- 
berta department of agrciulture in 
Edmonton, and Tuessay it was re- 
turned with the report that it is the 
“Death Camas,” one of the most

deadly weeds to livestock known. All 
classes of stock that can eat this 
Plant are said to be injuriously af- 
fected by it, but apparently in this 
province sheep alone are poisoned by 
it. Other names for the plant are 
“poison camas’ and “mystery grass.” 

The death camas is a_ slender 
grass-like plant, having a cluster of 
from five to seven pale-green, narrow, 
grass-like leaves. In the centre of 
this cluster is an erect flower-stem 
from five to twenty inches high, with 
numerous small greenish-yellow flow- 
ers. The leaves and the flower-stem 
grow from a perennial, underground, 
onion-like bulb. The leaves are 
thicker and more fleshy than those of 
grasses, ‘and hence are more tempt- 
ing to stock.—Canadian.

NEWSPAPER LAWS 


Excerpts from Newspaper Law, 
printed for the benefit of any reader 
who may have mistaken ideas regard- 
ing same: 

1. A postmaster is required to give 
notice by letter (returning the paper. 
does not answer the laws) if the sub- 
scriber does not take the paper out of 
the post office nad state the reason 
for its not being taken. Any neglect 
to do so makes the postmaster re- 
sponsible to the publisher for pay- 
ment. 

2. If any person orders his paper 
discontinued he must pay all arrears 
or the publisher may continue to send 
it until payment is made and collect 
the whole amount whether the paper 
is taken from the office or not. There 
can be no legal discontinuance until 
payment is made. 

3. Any person who takes a paper 
from the post office, whether directed 
to his name or another, or whether 
he subscribes or not, is responsible for 
payment, 

4. If a subscriber orders his paper 
stopped at a certain time and the pub- 
lisher continues to send it, the sub- 
scriber is bound to pay for it if he 
takes it out of the post office. This

Children have no tendency to over- 
dress in summer, but they will over- 
eat if their meals are not supervised.

Sometimes these un- 
pleasant experiences are attributed to 
food poisoning but a recent publica- 
tion from a State Department of 
Health says that such outbreaks may 
sometimes follow when the food is 
above reproach from a sanitary stand- 
point. 

Thus factors other than contamin- 
ated food must be found to carry the 
blame. Since experimental evidence 
shows conclusively that hot weather 


gestive system is able to carry only a 
minimum load. 

These factors make it very reason- 
able to believe that a picnic meal 
hastily eaten on a hot humid day un- 
der the stress of mental anxiety 
brought on by a threatening storm 
for example would cause severe di- 
gestive disturbances of a character 
similar to food poisoning outbreaks. 

It is well to keep these facts in 


mind and to plan a quiet half hour be-j 


fore eating. This time can be spent 
playing a word game in the shade, 
reading a story aloud, or, if the child- 
ren are used to such a thing, taking 
a rest period. 

The luncheon should be simple and 
one which cannot be bolted hastily.

Edmonton, July 28. — Alberta’s 
wheat crop will be harvested this 
year without the help of outside labor, 
according to present indications. ‘At 
any rate, there will be no harvest help 
brought in from the east, all man-pow- 
er requirements, in addition to what 
the province itself can furnish, being 
supplied from British Columbia. 

Hon. George Hoadley, minister of 
agriculture, is authority for the 
statement that the government is op- 
posed to any importations of harvest 
workers from eastern Canada or the 
United States, and it has been 
agreed with the railways that no ex- 
cursions will be run this fall, as has 
béen done in previous years.

During the week a heavy rain fell 
in the southern portion of the pro- 
vince, where the crops were formerly 
reported to be in poor condition on 
account of continued drouth, and this 
has been of material benefit, especial- 
ly to crops on summerfallowed land. 
Conditions vary widely in different 
logalities in this district. Crops on 
irrigated land are reported. to be 
doing well.
